A petition for pardon for 
James B. McNamara and Mat- 
thew A. Schmidt, imprisoned for 
life in California on murder 
charges in connection with the 
Los Angeles Times explosion of 
1910, signed by 48 prominent 
citizens, has been sent to Gov- 
ernor Frank J. Merriam. 


The petition signers include 
trade union leaders, writers, of- 
ficials, and members of the Uni- 
ted States Senate and House of 
Representatives. 


Among those who initiated the 
petition were the late Lincoln 
Steffens and Clarence Darrow, 
who,was counsel for McNamara 
at his trial in Los Angeles 26 
years ago. Steffens was also in- 
volved in the defense at that 
time.

In point of years 
served, McNamara and Schmidt 
are. the oldest labor prisoners 
in the world. They have served 
25 and 21 years respectively. 
During that time, Mrs. Herrick 
said, every prison in the world 
has been cleared of labor and 
political prisoners at one time 
or another through general am- 
nesties, or individual releases 
and pardones, expect San Quen- 
tin, where these two men have 
been confined until a year ago 
when .McNamara was removed 
to Folsom Penitentiary at Re- 
pressa, California. Schmidt is 
still in San Quentin. 

The petition, after reciting the 
circumstances of the dynamiting 
of the Los Angeles Times ‘build- 
ing, discusses the plea of “guilty” 
entered by McNamara: 

“At. the time of the trial 
growing out of the dynamiting 
of the Times Building an agree- 


ment was arrived at between. 


the prosecution and the defense 
that J. B. McNamara _ should 
plead guilty to murder occasion 
ed by the dynamiting of the 
Times building and that A Par = 
McNamara should plead guilty 
to the dynamiting of the Llew- 
allan Iron Works. It was further 
agreed that J. B. McNamara 
should be paroled at the end of 
jeven years and that J. B. Mc- 
Namara should be paroled at 
the end of three years and three 
months. It was further agreed 
‘hat there should be no prosecu- 
tion of any of the other alleged 
conspirators and _ particularly 
that Matthew A. Schmidt and 
Dave Caplin should never be 
persecuted if they remained out 
of the state of California. The 
agreement was, broken almost 
at once by Judge Walter Board- 
well who sentenced J. B. Mc- 
Namara to fifteen years in the 
penitentiary. The agreement was 
kept by the then District Attor- 
ney John D. Fredericks so long 
as he was in office. When Fred- 
ericks was defeated by Thomas 
-Lee Woolwine for: the office of 
district attorney, the latter, dis- 
regarding the promise made by 
his predecessor, and in coopera- 
tion with W. J. Burns, brought 
Dave Caplin back from Wash. 
ington and tried and convictec 
him of manslaughter. He was 
sentenced to ten years in the 
penitentiary and served the ful’ 
time of six years and six months 
Matthew Schmidt was brought 
back from New York, tried for 
murder, sentenced to life impri- 
sonment in the penitentiary an¢c 
has now served’ twenty-one 
years. 
“J. B. McNamara has neve! 
asked for parole to which he 
is entitled under the agreemen 
as a result of which he pleadec 
guilty, since he feels that to dc 
so would be a violation of hi 
duty towards Schmidt who _ was 
never to be prosecuted if the 
McNamaras pleaded guilty.”

Governor Frank J. Merriam, 
Sacramento, California, 
Your Excellency: 

We, the undersigned, American 
citizens in various walks of hfe 
herewith petition you to grant 
a full pardon to James B. Mc- 
Namara and Maithew A. Schmidt 
who are now serving life sen- 
tences in Folsom and San Quen- 
tin Penitentiaries for participa- 
tion in causing an explosion in 
the Los Angeles Times Building 
in 1910, during a bitterly fought 
metal trades strike in Los An- 
geles and vicinity. 

Not Criminals 

These men are not criminals 
who ruthlessly sought theirown 
personal gain at the cost of so- 
ciety; they are trade unionists, 
both members of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

Their participation in the Los 
Angeles strike, in line with their 
leading objective in life was to 
improve the working and living 
conditions, not: only of them- 
selves and their families, but of 
all their fellow trade unionists, 
The explosion for which they 
were imprisoned occurred during 
one of the most acute struggles 
between capital and labor in 
American history. Hard blows 
were being struck on both sides 
and both had recourse to vio- 
lence. At the time, the situation 
in Los Angeles was widely char- 
acterized in the daily press as 
one bordering on. civil war. 


this combat against the forces 
opposing betterment of wage 
earners of Los Angeles that the 
Times explosion was planned. 
The Los Angeles Times was one 
of the most bitter opponents of 
labor organizations in the Uni- 
ted States, and was sparing no 
effort to keep Los Angeles an 
open shop city. It daily engaged 
in. making. most bitter attacks 
against the labor leaders of the 
State, and in distorting and mal- 
igning the whole of the organ- 
ized labor movement of: the. en- 
tire country. 

In their capacity as strike or- 
ganizers, James B. McNamara o 
the Typographical Union anda 
Matthew A. Schmidt of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters anc 
Joiners of America secured dy 
yamite in Northern Califoria 
James B. McNamara took som¢ 
of this dynamite to Los Angeles 
and placed a small charge 0 
it behind some barrels of ink 
‘a the vehicle tunnel way whick 
ran from the street through the 
Times building. The dynamite 
without any metal casing or me 
tal slugs of any kind was placec 
in an ordinary suitcase timec 
to explode at 1:00 A.M. Saturda:

As THOUGH IN ANSWER to the arguments against a Farmer- 
Labor Party by some Epics and ‘trade-unionists, that Roose- 
velt would go to the left after the elections, two items of great. 
significance were recently published in the press. One is by 4a 
political commentator from Washington, D. C., reporting. that 
Roosevelt is planning to “balance the budget” by 1937 or 1938, and 
one of the main items in the budget-balancing will be a one-third 
reduction in the already-inadequate relief appropriations. 

A second item is the announcement of the New York Times, 
most important capitalist trewspaper in America, that it supports 
President. Roosevelt for re-election because it believes he will 
follow more conservative policies in the next four years. 

Which only proves the Communist Party’s analysis, that in the 
fight to defeat reaction, the workers cannot rely on Roosevelt 
because he surrenders to pressure from the Right. In order to 
build up the necessary mass pressure from the .Left, to stop

Labor’s Non-Partisan League 

Fifteen or more international unions of the A.F.L. have gone 
on record during the past year for a Labor party or Farmer- 
Labor party. But no Farmer-Labor party was formed on a national 
scale because the trade unions who favor independent political 
action are supporting Roosevelt in the presidential elections, | 

It would be a serious mistake, however, to draw the conclu- 
sion from this that there is no need to build the movement for 
a Farmer-Labor party NOW. Even among the trade union lead- 
ers who. support Roosevelt, there is a growing realization that 
NOW is the time to prepare for 1938 and 1948; this is an indirect 
and tacit admission that reliance on Roosevelt is no assurance that 
Fascism will not eventually win out. 

Labor’s Non-Partisan, League was formed at the initiative of 
the industrial-union bloe as a permanent national organization 
which recognizes the need for independent political action and is 
looking ahead to future local, state, and national elections. Its 
New York state section has formed itself into the “American La- 
bor Party,” which already has an affiliated membership of 500,- 
000 trade unionists in that state. Even those forces ip the trade- 
unions that stand to the left of Roosevelt, and that favored an in- 
dependent national ticket this year, joined forces with the Ameri- 
can Labor Party. because they see in it an important forward step 
for the labor movement, in breaking with the traditional “non- 
partisan” stand of the A.F.L. leadership, and laying the basis for 
genuine independent political action by laber in ‘the near future. 

The Communists agree with such a Step, even though we do 
not support Roosevelt. We see in it a means of getting the sup- 
porters of Roosevelt to develop mass pressure upon him and his 
policies, to stop his retreat. 
sufficient one, in the direction of a Farmer-Labor party. Yes, we 
make a united front with the workers who support Roosevelt. 

Meanwhile, the Communist Party conducts its independent 
campaign for its presidential and state ticket to further crystal- 
lize that movement, and because we cannot accept the responsibil- 
ity for Roosevelt and his policies, some of which are concessions 
to the pressure ‘from his reactionary opponents. By such an in- 
dependent role, the Communist Party is playing an influential 
part in the fight to defeat Landon and the’ pro-Fascist forces he 


represents.

ESPITE the fall campaigns, the undercover political situation 


in Los Angeles is quiet. 


Locally attention is centered upon the 


Los Angeles mayoralty race next spring, while in partisan politics 
two Republican factions and three Democratic cliques are mark- 
ing time before resuming their fight for control. 

Liberal Democrats under the * 


leadership of Supervisor John 
Anson Ford, chairman of the 
Democratic county central com- 
mittee, have accepted a tempor- 
ary truce offered by the domi- 
nating Neblett-McAdoo faction. 


Under the terms of the truce,

has accepted offices in the head- 
quarters maintained by the Mc- 
Adoo-selected Roosevelt cam- 
paign committee, but the nation- 
al campaign will continue to be 
carried on by the McAdoo group, 
uncer authorization of Farley 
and Roosevelt.

District Attorney . 


HE campaign for district at- 
torney is proceeding with 
little that’s unusual.

Thanks to a very efficient publicity campaign; co-ordinated with 
vigorous lobbying in Washington, a Merchant Marine Act was ° 
passed in 1920 which endowed the shipowners with a gift of $5,-

HESE HUGE SUMS of money were handed to the shipowners | 

for the express purpose of “maintaining a high standard of 
living for American seamen.” The findings of the very conserv- 
ative Senate Committee investigation reveal that the subsidies 
never reached the seamen in the form of benefits, but were di-.— 
verted into the pockets of the shipowners.’ As a matter of fact, 
immediately after receiving these subsidies, the~ shipowners re- 
duced wages. 

The Committee, report further states: “The rate ‘of pay. of 
American seamen is generally higher than that paid by foreign .

The Spanish, government has 
fonwarded those notes also to 
other participants in the non-in- 
tervention agreement’ with the 
request that they adopt meas- 
ures to.halt the situation under 
which the legal Spanish govern- 
ment has been reduced to actual 
blockade while Rebels, without 
any obstacles, are supplied with 


airplanes and other kinds of mu- | 


nitions from different sources. 

In his declaration to the League 
of Nations, Julio Alvarez Del 
Vayo (Spanish Foregin Minister) 
raised the same question before 
all the members. A long enum- 
eration of the facts, representing 
violation of the agreement and 
referring to the latest period was 
cited by the Spanish government 
in its ‘“White Paper” as well as 
in additional material published 
by the Spanish government Oct. 
| 3rd. 

It is sufficient to recount the 
following facts: 

Fascist Intervene 

On Sept. 10th, 23° freight cars 
with boxes containing. unassem- 
bled parts for 14 airplanes from 
Hamburg came from Portugal 
to Seville.

Among airplanes shot down 
by militia forces \were. nine air- 
planes of German origin bear- 
ing the manufacturing damp 
“Henkel.” THe Rebel troops are 
transported via, Gibraltar from 
Morocco to Spain on German 
and Italian planes. 

The frontier,,region of Por- 
tugal, from the very beginning 
of the rebellion, appeared to be 
the main base of the insurgents. 

In Portugal, the Rebels are 
forming their detachments, and 
they receive military munitions 
from there: Since the formation 
of our committee, the Soviet 
government itself. put forward 
the question of an investgiation 
|of Portugal’s action in openly 
violating the agreement, and of 
taking steps toward halting such 
action. 

The Soviet government fears 
the situation as ereated by re- 
peated violation of the London 
non-intervention pact’ makes the 
agreement non-operative. 

The Soviet government can- 
mot consent to the conversion of 
the non-interference pact into a 
screen for concealing military 
assistance to the Rebels against 
the legal government by some 
participants in the agreement. 

The Soviet government is 
compelled, in this connection, to 
declare that if violation is not 
halted immediately, it will con- 
sider itself free from any obli- 
gation resulting from the agree- 
ment.

that J.B. McNarama should. be 
paroled at the end of seven 
years and that J.J. MeNarama 
should be paroled at the end of 
three years and three months. 


Tt was further agreed that 
there should be no prosecution 
of any of the other alleged con- 
spirators and particularly that 
Matthew A, Schmidt and Dave 
Caplin should never be prosecu- 
ted if they remained out of the 
state of California. The agree- 
ment was broken almost at once 
by Judge Boardwell who sen- 
tenced J.J. McNamara to fifteen 
years in the penitentiary. 

_ The agreement was kept by 
the then District Attorney John 
D. Fredericks so long as he was 
in office. When Fredericks was 
defeated by Thomas Lee Wool- 
wine for the office of district at- 
torney, the latter, disregarding 
the promise made by his prede- 
cessor, and in cooperation with 
W. J. Burns, brought Dave Cap- 
lin back from Washington and 
tried and convicted him of man- 
Slaughter. He was sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary and 
served the full time of six years 
and six ‘months. Matthews 
Schmidt was brouht back from 
New York, tried for murder, 
sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary and has now 
served twenty-one years. 

Never Asked For Parole 

J. B. McNamara has never 
asked for parole to which he is 
entitled under the agreement as 
a result of which he pleaded 
guilty, since he feels that to do 
so would be a violation of his 
duty towards Schmidt who was 
never to be prosecuted if the 
McNamaras pleaded guilty. 

As neither of these defendants 
had the slightest intent: or de- 
sire to take life and have paid 
by their many years of impri- 
sonment (25 in the case of Mce- 
| Namara—21 in the case of 
| Schmidt) we submit that both 
~ | these prisoners should now be 
released. Measured by prevailing 
standards the punishment of Me- 
Namara. and Schmidt has already 
been extremely Severe. Since the 
turn of the century there have 
been many sharp troubles. in- 
cluding great violence between 


capital and labor in various 
countries and tens of thousands 
of workers havé been impri- 


soned ini-consequenee; But none 
have suffered such long imprison- 
ment as the two men in question. 
Though: one search all over the 


prisoner who has, been impris- 


such a long period as have J.B. 
McNamara and M.A. Schmidt. 

When McNamara and Schmidt | 
entered prison they were young 
men. They have spent the best! 
years of their manhood behind 
the grim penitentiary walls. | 
Now, with health impaired they 
enter into the autuma of life. 
(It would seem that even the most | 
| bitter opponents of their release 
should be satisfied by such a 
severe penalty as these two men 
have suffered. 

An enlightened public opinion 
would clearly demand that these 
two men should be uncondition- 
ally freed at once. We _ trust, 
therefore, that you will see fit to 
release J.B. McNamara and 


Matthew A. Schmidt and give} 


them the opportunity to breathe 

the air of freedom during the 

remaining years of their lives.

Los ANGELES.—A picket line 
was thrown around the Royal 
Shop, manufacturers of cotton 
dresses, at Vernon late last week 
when a strike was called by the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers’ Union in an effort to 
raise wages, better working con- 
ditions and union recognition. 

‘Of a force of 150 operators, 96 
came out on strike. Reports have

Shippers Scatter 
Lies About In L.A. 


LOS ANGELES.—A §sixteen- 
dyage, scab-printed pamphlet was 
yeing widely distributed among 
nerchants, and the wealthy class 
generally, here urging them, to 
support the shipowners in letters 
nd telegrams to the United 
States Maritime Commission, 
pending the expiration of “all 
present awards and agreement” 
with the Maritime Unions. 

The keynote of the whole 
pamphlet was .struck by the 
following quotation, taken from 
its last page: “Your reaction, 
your interest wil] definitely in- 
fluence results through the pow- 
erful force of public opinion.” 

Filled with distortions and 
downright lies, the pamphlet 
tosses off such observations as 
“More than 450 unlawful, Strikes 
and stoppages of work. have oc- 
curred during the two years of 
the present awards. The cost of 
handling- cargo hds doubled due 
to inefficiency. (And get the 
significance of this:), It is vital 
that the Government awards to 
have any effect, . must be 
obeyed.” 

Then there are re-prints of 
a series of telegrams between 
the Maritime Commission and 
T. G. Plant, chairman. Coast 
Committee for Shipowners, which 
seek to show that if the crisis 
slated for October 15 causes a 
coast-wide tie-up, the blame will 
fall on the swnions. 


New Elections -

NEW YORK.— Showing their 
desire for unity, the rank and 
file officials newly elected to the 
Maritime Firemen over the old 
Carlson machine of reactionaries 
have signed an agreement for a 
new election. 

The Carlson machine took their 
trimming like soreheads and tried 
to stop the new officials by re- 
sorting to the courts.
